O akland. Ills., June 5.—One of the se­ 
verest thunderstorms of the y ear.visited this 
locality Wednesday . The sto rm came up so 
rapidly that the clouds bunt before tho 
villagers were aware that a sto rm was upon 
them. Vivid flashes of lightning and deafen­ 
ing roars of thunder caused the utmost ter­ 
ror. 
The 
house 
and stable of Willis 
Cooley ,

barn 
were several horses, which were 
burned before they could be gotten out. 
The water and hail came down in great 
sheets, making it impossible to see twenty 
y ards*. On the norch of the house of Thomas 
Hodge sat six women and two men. 
Two 
other persons who were looking out from 
an up-stairs window noticed a streak of 
lightning descend the chimney of the house, 
and run to the place and found the bolt had 
killed John Moody and injured three other 
per» ouf>. 
While James Lippencott and wife 
were coming into the city and crossing the 
Midland railroad track, a telegraph-pole 
was struck w'ithin five feet of them, stun­ 
ning tuem. 
P a r i s Ills., June 5 .— At 6 o’clock Thurs­ 
day evening a tornado struck Paris, accom­ 
panied by rain and terrific thunder. 
The 
shower lasted fifteen minutes, but left de­ 
struction in it-* wake. 
Half of Metropolitan 
block is unroofed, leaving Welder’s clothing 
house and Dr. Bell's office witd every room 
above open to the flood of water. The Presby ­ 
terian cnurch is a wreck. 
The whole end, 
and two thirds of the roof and side walls are 
blown away , and the pipe-organ is without 
protection from the rain and is filled with 
debris. The path of the storm elsewhere in 
the city is marked by demolished fences and 
felled trees. 
The loss will aggregate several 
thousand dollars.

Ne w Y ork. June 5 . - A t the cession of the 
International Ty pographical union Thurs­ 
day the question of using ready -sst-on- 
plates matter 
in 
newspapers came up 
on a proposition of several subordin 
unions

positors working in the offices where 
matter is used, be paid for it just the sa 
as if it had been set by them. The Interna­ 
tional uuion took the ground that the pl$e 
matter was in the nature of labor saving 
machinery , and declined to make a regula­ 
tion on the subject, instead referring it 
to subordinate unions to take such action as 
seemed wise and proper in individual cose* 
The convention also decided that it would 
be impracticable to fix upon any city as the 
place for holding all future conventions. It 
was voted that the practice of requiring the 
permission of the foreman before a member 
of a subuinion can be put to work constitutes 
a sub-list and should not be allowed.

The Ty pe-Setting Co ntest. 
N ew 
Y or k , 
June 
6 .-—When 
George 
Arensberg set 2,064 solid ems of minion ty pe 
in one hour, on Feb. 19, 1S7 0, it was chron­ 
icled all over the world as a marvellous 
feat, and he was called the wizard of the 
composing-stick. But Thursday this achieve­ 
ment was cast into the shade by the per­ 
formances of Joseph McCann, of The New 
York Herald, and Ira Somers of The New 
York World, both of whom set over 6,000 
ems in three hours in a contest for a wager 
of $250. 
The matoh took place in The Star 
office. The conditions were: Solid minion, 
without paragraphs, each competitor to cor­ 
rect his own composition at the end of the 
work, one line to be doducted from the work 
performed for each minute or 
fraction 
thereof consumed in correcting. 
Joseph McCann set 6,350 in three hours, 
which averaged up would beat Arensberg’s 
record, but outside time keepers said that 
be did nearly 2,200 ems in the first hour. 
Somers set 6,022 in three hours, and is 
credited with doing over 2,100 m the first 
hour. 
McCann lost twelve minutes and 
thirty seconds in correcting his matter, for 
which he was mulcted 325 ems. 
Somers 
took eleven minutes, thirty seconds to cor­ 
rect his proof and for this 300 ems were de­ 
ducted, so that the official figures are 6,025 
for McCann and 5,7 22 for Somera 
McCann 
beat the record by 955 ems.

GRADES OF WHEAT. 


New 
Scheme 
Ado pted 
by 
Minneso ta 
Railway Co mmissio ner*. 
S t. P a u l , Minu., June 5 .—The Minnesota 
railroad and warehouse commissioners, after 
a patient investigation and due deliberation, 
Thursday evening promulgated the follow­ 
ing grades for wheat: No. 1 hard spring 
wheat must be sound, bright, and well 
cleaned; must contain not less than 7 5 per 
cent, of hard Scotch fife wheat, and weigh 
not less than fifty -eight pounds to the meas­ 
ured busheL 
No. 1 northern spring wheat—Sound, well 
cleaned, containing not less than 50 per 
cent, of hard varieties of spring wheat. 
It 
is to be understood that the minimum test 
weight of this grade shall be not less than 
fifty -s-even jxmnds to the measured bushel. 
No. 2 northern spring wheat—Must be 
clean, sound, and of good milling quality . 
This grade is to include w heat not suitable 
for the higher grades, and to weigh not less 
than fifty -six pounds to a measured busheL 
No 3 spring—AH inferior, shrunken, or 
dirty spring wheat, to weigh not less than 
fifty -four pounds to the measured busheL 
Rejected spring—All spring wheat that is 
grown badly , bleached, or for any cause un­ 
fit for No. 3 wheat 
Wheat containing any 
mix ture of ry e will in no case be graded 
higher than rejected. 
No grade—All wheat that is in a heating 
condition *»r too damp to be safe for ware* 
housing, or has any considerable admix ture 
of foreign grains or seeds, or is bally bin- 
burnt, whatever grade it might otherwise 
be, shall he pronounced no grade, with in­ 
spector's notations as to quality and condi­ 
tion.

Cluv erlut* Fo und G uilty . 
R ichm ond, Va., June 5.—The jury in the 
Cluverius casa brought in a verdict of 
guilty . 
Mr. Charles V. Meredith, acting common­ 
wealth's attorney , began his argument in 
the trial Thursday morning shortly after 10 
o’clock. 
His closing remarks were convinc­ 
ing aud effective, and at 9:15 o’clock p. m. 
he closed tv asking for a verdict of murder 
in the first degree. 
About 9 :3d o'clock 
Bergt. Lee came in and said that the jury 
had figoed upon their verdict 
Shortly 
afterwards the twelve men, who had for 
so many long day s been try ing the destinies 
of the accused, marched into tho court-rooru 
with solemn faces. 
The prisoner maintained 
the same calm and impassive tearing that 
has all along marked his conduct, and when 
the jury came in, he seemed less ex cite I 
than the spectators. 
“Thomas J. Cluverius, stand up,” said 
Clerk W. P. Lawton. 
The prisoner stood with a coolness that 
was wonderful 
“Gentlemen of the jury look upon the 
pr.soner. 
W hat say y ou, is he guilty , or 
not guilty of the felony charged in the in­ 
dictment?” 
“Guilty ,’' said Fo reman Henry Kepler, 
and the prisoner sat do wn witho ut the least 
sig n o f trepidatio n. 
Fo r a minute there 
was a deathlike silence, which after a few 
minutes w m bro ken by a wild sho ut fro m 
the o utside cro wd, to who m the Verdict

ROOSTED AT LAST. 


THE BIG BUZZARD OF THE WELSH 
MOUNTAINS SURRENDERS. 


A M an W ho Co m bined a H ab it o f A ppro ­ 
priatin g O ther P eo ple's Pro perty 
w ith Stro ng R elig io us P rinciples 
—H e D ictates H is P enalty . 


ggteDips P a , June 
Abe Buzzard bos 
surrendered himself, and is now in the Lan­ 
caster jalL* Buzzard, who escapod from the 
Lancaster jail three y ears ago with ten 
others, since which time he has led a life of 
robbery , arson, and numerous other crimes, 
came 
to 
the 
jail 
with 
his 
two 
brothers, Mart and John, and gave himself 
up early Thursday morning. 
This caused 
intense ex citement 
Since his escape he 
has lived on the Welsh mountain which is 
almost inaccessible to the officers of the 
law, and recently became converted at a re­ 
ligious meeting, which he attended in dis­ 
guise. He then determined W> surrender 
himself. There is a reward of $1,009 on his 
head, but he say s that he does not want i t 
He looks ex tremely 
well. 
In 
an 
in­ 
terview 
he 
said 
that 
he 
was 
not 
justly convicted of all the crimes for 
which he was 
sentenced 
to 
thirteen 
y ears' imprisonment, but that be would 
serve five y ears, and longer, he say s, he will 
not stay , and would sooner bo shot than 
have to stay the other eight y ears. 
Buzzard 
say s if his terra of imprisonment is short­ 
ened he will go on the Welsh mountain and 
break up the gang of thieves that make that 
their headquarters. He surrendered at the in­ 
stigation of prominent citizens of the east­ 
ern end of the county , who will u$e their ef­ 
forts to secure a commutation of nine y ears 
of hie sentence, which it is generally agreed 
he unjustly received. 
There is great re­ 
joicing among the people, and Buzzard’s sur­ 
render is the sensation of the hour. 
He has 
been called the Jesse James of the east, and 
he is considered one of the most daring free­ 
booters ever engaged in the business 
[For the past seven y ears the midland 
counties of Pennsy lvania have been at the 
mercy of the notorious Buzzard boy * There 
were six boy s in the family . 
Under the 
leadership ol Abe Buzzard, tue elder, they 
achieved a reputation in the ea*t only a 
trifle inferior to the James and Younger 
brothers in the west. 
Abe and Ike, tue 
desperadoes of the family , were 
house­ 
breakers 
aud 
highway men. They 
ter­ 
rorized 
over the district in which they 
lived, 
and 
though 
outlawed 
several 
y ears ago none of their neighbors had the 
courage to divulge their hidiug-plac* They 
were raised mi the Welsh mountains, some 
ten miles outside of Lancaster, where in­ 
numerable cave* and fissures in the rocks 
afforded them places of concealment. Time 
and again they have been « ought for by a 
sheriff’s posse, but the movements of the 
latter became so well-known to the outlaws 
that they were easily enabled to evade 
arrest. They defied the local authorities, 
and two 
or three times managed to 
escape from the state militia. 
Ike was cap­ 
tured about three y ears ago, and » entenoed 
to teu y ears in the jail at Lancaster for 
housebreaking. He served some two y ears, 
when his brother Abe was arrested. 
Abe 
occupied a cell in another corndor from Ike. 
The latter had a number of singing birds in 
his cell, and one day induced the keeper of 
the jail to take one of the birds to his brother. 
The keeper forgot to close Ike’s cell dour, 
and in a moment he was on the outside. He 
locked up the keeper in the ceil of his 
brother, and then went about the work of 
releasing his friend* Another keeper wan 
deprived of his liberty , and the two Buz­ 
zards with teu other convicts made their 
way to the outside. 
They reached the 
outskirts 
of 
Lancaster, 
and 
at 
the 
Conestoga 
bridge 
separated, 
Nix 
go­ 
ing one 
way 
and 
six 
another. 
lKe 
took 
to 
the 
mountains, followed 
by 
the sheriff and fifty men, and after conceal­ 
ing himself one night, made for Fredouia, 
N. Y. Here be was harbored by his brother- 
in-law for another day , and then he made 
for Iowa. 
After tramping about Iowa for 
some time, Ike drifted to Chicago, where he 
was recognized by the police and arrested 
about a y ear ago, the officers who ef­ 
fected his capture obtaining $500 reward of­ 
fered by the governor of Pennsy lvania. 
Although Abe never attained the dignity 
of murderer, or even highway robber, ho 
is a frank, picturesque sort or scoundrel, 
who puts on some Dick Turpin air* 
lie is, 
moreover, a bit of a fatalist, and has stroiif 
religious principles. 
In December last Dr. 
Diller, a Salisbury township 
phy sician, 
overtook him on the road. 
' Things don’t 
go right with y ou, Abe,” he said. 
“You’re 
looking old.” 
“Yes,” said tho outlaw, pathetically , “1 
have to lie out at night a good deal.” 
“Why can’t y ou do better?” 
“It’s no use. 
If I hadn’t Ktolen a iienny ’s 
worth since 1 left jail all the thieving in the 
county would have been blamed on me 
People won’t have me work for them. 
1 
must live. 
1 have to steal a little.” 
“Why don’t y ou give y ourself “up?” asked 
the phy sician. 
“Doctor,” said the robber, “I would go 
back to Lancaster jail for a four-y ears’ sen 
tence and then come out and reform, but 1 
got nine y ears too much, and won’t stand 
it 
1 believe, though, that if one man or 
two came after rne I’d surrender, but when 
I see a mob hunting me like a beast it make« 
me mad. 
1 tell y ou that when they wen» 
hunting mo on Eohrata last y ear the Iiord 
was with me, and not 1,000,090 could have 
taken me.” 
“You still havey our religious belief, Abe?” 
“Yes, sir; there’* no one l*dieves more in 
Scripture* than I.” 
This quiet conversation between a reputa­ 
ble citizen arid an outlaw may seem sur­ 
prising, but all the Welsh mountain people 
accepted Abe Buzzard as a sort of n e c ta ry 
evil, numerous attempts to compass his cap­ 
ture having proved futile.]
